The organization spoken of by the dis- 
pateh from Philadelphia. is the work of 
commercial Operators, who desire not only 
to organize themselves, but to swallow up 
the railroad associations. So far they have 
been unsuccessful, but the Kansas City

The first meeting of 23 Uni- 
versal Telegraphers’ tion was held 
in St. Louis on the afternoon of July 10, 
1888.

Were There but on Different W 


Dioquent Speeches of Messers. J ames, 
Ham and Moses. 


Sparta, Ga,, August 25.— (Special.) — 
There was a double-barreled political rally 


here today. The democrats held a great’ 


neeting with an attachment in the shape 
of a barbecue, while the third party had a 
meeting at the courthouse. At the demo- 
cratic rally there were such men as Gov- 
ernor Northen, Major Black, Congressman 
Moses, Colonel Ham, Colonel Joe James 
and others, while the third party rally was 
addressed by Tom Watson and Anthony 
Wilson, the negro. They spoke to an audi- 
ence composed by more than. two-thirds of 
negroes, while a majority of the whites 
there are said to have come from other 
counties. Watson and Wilson delivered 
practically the same. . speeches they made 
at Sandersville. on Tuesday. There was 
much enthusiasm among the. negroes 
around Watson, and he spoke principally 
to them. The democratic rally had the ef- 
rect of pringi many whites who had

Mr. Baxter replied that Watson's pro- 
posal for an unequal division of the time 
was so manifestly unfair that he could not 
accept it.

speech. He was followed by a large crowd.

Watson had not spoken long before the 
great majority of whites retired, leaving 
him speaking to a great audience of negroes.

LaGrange, Ga., August 25.—(Special.}— 
The congressional convention of the fourth 
district resulted in the nomination of Hon. 
Charies L. Moses. Owing to the unavoid- 
able absence of the chairman, Hon. B. J. 
McLaughlin, of Greenville, Hon. S. E. 
Graw, of Carroll ‘county, was requested to 
call the convention to order. On motion of 


Judge F. M. Longley, of LaGrange, Hon. 
S. E. Graw was elected chairman, and 
Messrs. Callaway, Randall, Whitaker, 
Land and Woodall were elected secretar- 
ies. 

As soon as the organization was perfect- 
ed, Hon. Joe M. Terrell, of Meriwether, 
got the floor and paid a beautiful tribute 
to Hon. Warner Hill, withdrew his name 
from the contest for the nomination for con- 
gress, and moved that Hon. Charles L. 
Moses, of Coweta, be nominated by accla- 
mation. 

Hon. Morgan McMichael, of Muscogee; 
Judge Longley, Mr. Monroe, of Marion; 
Mr. Neal, of Harris, and Colonel Grigsby 
Thomas, of Columbus, seconded the nomi- 
nation. Colonel Thomas said he didn't 
like Mr. Moses keeping company with 
Weaver, Simpson and Mrs. Lease, and 
also that he was in favor of a two-thirds 
rule; but for harmony’s sake, he waived 
all this and seconded the nomination of 
Mr. Mose. 

Mr. Moses’s nomination was made unani- 
mous and, Judge Longley, of LaGrange; 
Hon. Joe Terrell, of Greenville, and A. B. 
Fitts, of Carroll were selected as a com- 
mittee to inform Mr. Moses of his nomina- 
tion, and usk his acceptance. N 

ir. Moses appeared before the con¥en- 
tion and atcepted the nomination in a neat 
and rousing speech. During his speech Mr. 
Moses said that he hated the United States 
government as administered, and when he 
was through, Hon. Grigsby Thomas, of 
Columbus, arose to a question of personal 
rivilege. He said he had moved to make 
Mr. Moses’s nomination by acclamation, 
but he desired now to withdraw, for he 
couldnt vote for a man who said he hated 
the government. This brought a hundred 
men to their feet and it seemed that the 
deliberations were going to be anything 
but harmonious. a 
Hon. M. Monroe, of Talbot, said he 
endorsed Mr. Moses’s whole speech and he 
moved that this convention endorse it. Judge 
Denham seconded Mr. Monroe’s resolution. 

Hon. Morgan McMichael, of Muscogee, 
said he was a colleague of Colonel Thomas's. 
He protested against his act and seconded 
the resolution of Mr. Monroe. Several 
other gentlemen seconded this #esolution 
when they could be heard. 

Hon. F. Garrard took the stand and 
he said he was very sorry that the discus- 
sions had arisen, and that the people of 
Muscogee did not approve of the course of 
Colonel Thomas. 

Colonel Garrard’s speech was an eloquent 
one and the convention cooled off.

SEAB WRIGHT TALKS. 


He Has Something Pointed to Say About 
Congressional Matters. 


Rome, Ga., August 25.—(Special.)—For some 
time it has been rumored that Hon. Seaborn 
Wright would be in the race for congress in 
some way. The latest rumors and those 
that have been creating the greatest stir in 
the city intimate that he will oppose Judge 
Maddox as an independent candidate. It is 
well known that strong pressure has been 
brought to bear on him by the anti-organized 
element of the district. 

Tonight he was seen by your correspondent 
and asked about the rumors connecting him 
with the congressional race. Mr. Wright said: 

J have repeatedly said that I was not a 
candidate for office and I don’t want to be. I 
have nothing to conceal. I will not support 
Judge Maddox. My reasons are satisfactory 
to myself. I suppose nobody else cares to 
know them. If they do they can get them 
and very plainly. 

J want to say one thing to you. I am sick 
and tired of the wholesale abuse that is being 
heaped upon me. All the summer long a lot 
of simlin-headed bourbons have been yelping 
upon my track. There is such a thing as 
pounding a man down until he is obliged to 
turn and fight. The chairman of the demo- 
cratic club of Rome, a blazing independent 
two years ago, wants the seng-haired agitator 
to sink so deep that there will be no resur- 
rection this side of the judgment day and the 
country turned over to the mossback bourborn 
democrats. This is his language. A late 
sheet in Rome which has been wet nurse and 
general guardian for my quondam presiding 
judge from che beginning, quotes with gusto 
the utterances of a paid negro who denounces 
the honest laborers of this district as a lot of 
poor white trash.

The Problem ofthe Farmer. 

In a short taſk reported in The Consti- 
tution of Wednesday Mr. Hugh T. Inman 
made some very interesting remarks by 
way of comparing Georgia with the great 
west and northwest, over which he has 
recently trav@jed. . 

Mr. Inman is a successful business man, 
practical to the last degree, and a keen 
observer. He has made an extensive 
journey over the west and northwest, 
traveling leisurely and taking a busy 
man’s interest in everything worthy of 
Attention. When he declares, as a result 
of careful observation, that the west and 
northwest have no greater agricultural 
advantages than Georgia, and that the 
earning. capacity of our soil is as large 
as that of the best elsewhere, the 
result of his observations is thus re- 
duced to a business phrase that is both 
characteristic and significant. The 
“earning capacity” of Georgia soil “is 
equal to the. best elsewhere.” In the 
course of his remarks Mr. Inman makes 
this statement, which is the core of the 
whole problem with which southern 
planters have had to deal: 

The plainest proposition in the world 18 
that we ought to curtail our cotton crop. 
That crop is worth to us annually $300,000,000. 
It matters not whether the production be 
9,000,000 or 5,000,000 bales, the cotton buyer 
stands before you with $300,000,000 to spend. 
You can get that money for 5,000,000 bales as 
readily as you can for the 9,000,000. There- 
tore, when you see our farmers raising 
4,000,000 more bales than they need, and then 
sending $100,Q00,000 of the money they get 
west for breadstuffs, you see where we 
are wasting money on our fields, throwing the 
balance away on western products. 

It is indeed a plain proposition, and yet 
it constitutes one of the most perplexing 
problems with which the farmer has to 
deal. Will the problem solve itself as 
other industrial problems havé a tendency 
to do, or will the farmers solve it by the 
application of common sense business 
methods? At the very outget those Who 
give the matter any serlous thought, are 
confronted by the number of questions 
that persist in obtruding themselves. Is 
the increase in the cotton crop, which has 
been going on steadily, due to the in- 
crease of acreage by the farmers, or to 
accessions to the farming element, or to 
the gradual development of a better sys- 
tem of farming? 

These things must be considered. They 
belong to the discussion. They are a part 
of the problem, and it is a very serious 
problem. It seems impossible to convince 
the great mass of farmers that the prin- 
ciples and methods of business are as ap- 
plicable to planting as they are to any 
other calling. There is no secret what- 
ever about these principles and methods. 
The phrase, “good managenſent,.“ de- 
scribes the whole process. When a mer- 
chant fails in business the people are apt 
to shake their heads and say that he was 
not a good manager, meaning that he was 
not a good business man. 

We suppose that every farmer who may 
chance to fead these lines has in his 
mind the example of some acquaintance— 
some neighbor—who seems to get along 
better on the average than the rest of the 
farmers. The Constitution showed a few 
years ago that there are hundreds of pros- 
perous farmers in Geofgia, and there is 
a saying in the middle part of the state 
that a man who can’t make a comfortable 
living at farming cannot make it at any- 
thing. 

These vague and general remarks 
about business methods and good man- 
agement do not by any meatis solve the 
prablem which Mr. Inman has condensed 
in the paragraph we have quoted. There 
was a widespread purpose among the 
farmers at the opening of the season to 
reduce the acreage in cotton and this pur- 
pose was carried out to some extent in 
Georgia, but just to what extent we do 
not know. It is impossible to say how far 
it has been carried out in the other cot- 
ton states, but there is every reason to 
belleve that between the reduction of the 
acreage and the unfavorable season the 
growing crop will be a million or more 
bules below last year's crop. 

But even this, it will be observed, does 
not touch the problem. The price of cot- 
ton is ruling low, and there is small prob- 


ability that it will go much higher. Mean- 


while the southern farmer will be forced 
by necessity to turn his attention more 
to other profitable branches of

The rule is in 
just as useful lines, and is as beneficent with 
the Tueblos as with the Navajos. The in- 
struction given the girls is equally pract ca) 
and humane. One highly educated Pueblo girl 
took first prize at a recent territorial fair for 
the finest specimen of crochetted work. 
That alone ought to assague our consciences, 
Who dare say now that we are not uplifting 
the aborigine? 

What can these victims of progress do? 


Give themselves up to despair and forget 
what they have been taught, in order to 
be like their fellows, or plunge into va- 
grancy or crime? 

The Pueblos should receive an educa- 
tien that will make them happler and 
more useful in their own sphere. An edu- 
cation that makes them long for what i¢ 
beyond their reach, and separates them 
from the great body of their race, is a 
Curse instead of a blessing. 

That Vexus Decision. 

The recent decision of the United States 
Circuit court at Dalas, Tex., against the 
constitutiouality of the new railroad com- 
mission law of that state is liable to be 
misunderstood if not explained. N 

The decision was based on the ground 
that the commission denied to the rail- 
road companies, subject to its provisions, 
the equal protection of the laws, and 
subjected them to conditions under which 
they were deprived of their property with- 
out due process of law. 

It was shown in the testimony that the 
commission fixed and tried to enforce un- 
reasonably low rates and that the com- 
pany so injured could not plead unremun- 
erative rates in suits for penalties. The 
rullroads concerned in the case were heav- 
ily in debt and notoriously unprofitable. 
The commission rates had caused one 
company to suffer a loss of revenue 
amounting to $212,000 in seven months. 
Iwo other companies had to borrow 
money to make up a deficit. Another com- 
pally was unable to pay the interest on 
its first mortgage bonds last year, and 
yet the commission rates reduced its in- 
come bx $200,000 a year. * 

The court construed this ag a virtual 
confiscation of the property of ‘the rail 
roads by reducing its value, and held that 
when the grad werd deprived of the 
power to charge reasonable rates for the 
use of their property, in the absence of 
investigation by judicial machinery, while 
others were permitted to receive reasona- 
ble profits on their invested capttal, they 
were deprived of thé equal protection of 
the laws. The New York Times, com- 
menting on the decision, says: 

It will be observed that’ all this does not 
touch the right of the state to regulate 
railroad charges. In fact, the court er- 
pressily said: “‘The jegislature has power 
to fix rates, and the extent of judicial inter- 
ference is protection, against unreasonable 
rates.” There was no question of the right 
of the state to give’ the railroad com- 
mission the power to classify freight, and 
to fix the rates to‘ be charged fof transporta- 
tion. The decision rests upon the absence 
of any remedy or defense when rates were 
made so low as to be unremunerative and 
to deprive railroad property of its value. 
There can be little doubt of the soundness 
of the principle upon which it is based, and it 
is a principle which has rarely been vio- 


lated in state legislation. It - is doubtful 
whether it is wise to give to railroad tommis- 


— 


companies, but the right to.do so exists and 
can be enforced so long as the rates are 
reasonable, or those upon whom they are 
imposed have the right to judicial proceedings 
for their reviewal when alleged to be unjust. 

This is the substance of the decision. 
It is in no sense a blew to railroad com- 
missions, but it will check the unréasona- 
ble exercise of powers, which cannot 


justly be lodged in them,

IT GOES FOR JUSTICE HORTON, 


And Charges That He Has No Jurisdio- 
tion-He Was Blected for the 469th 
and Holds in the 1234th District. 


A Petition 


Is Judge W. C. Horton 4 duly authorized 
and properly constituted justice of the 
peace? N 

Two years ago he was elected by the 
voters of the 469th district to hold his 
office and preside as justice of the.peace in 
that jurisdiction. A few months afterwards 
by an act.of the legislature the limits of the 
city Were extended in every direction, and 
the county commissioners a short while af- 
terwards extended the limits of the 1234th 
district beyond its original boundary and 
into the territery of what had formerly 
been the 469th district. 

After the extension was made the changes 
were such that Judge Horton was left in 
the 1234th district and held at the same 
time his commission for the 469th 
He refused to move over into the new dis- 
trict and continued to exercise his preroga- 
tive in the same place in which he had pre- 
viously held his office, as if no changes 
whatever had been made in his jurisdiction. 

He claims that he has resided in the place 


in which he now lives for more than twelve 


years and that he has legally the right to 


‘exercise the powers of his office in that 


place as well as anywhere else. 

It is stated, however, that his refusal to 
move into the 469th district, or rather to es- 
tablish his court grounds in that district, 
operates as a virtual abandonment of the 
office and legally precludes him from any 
right to exercise his jurisdiction over that 
district. It is also claimed that he has 
no jurisdiction in the 1234th because he 
was never elected to an office in that dis- 
trict, the judges for the 1234th being Judge 
S. H. Landrum and Judge A. A. Manning. 

The. dispute as to the jurisdiction of Judge 
Horton has grown out of a case that was 
tried in his court last Saturday. It was that 
of Mrs. Mollie Dorre, who sought to re 
cover certain property belonging to her 
that was sold under a process of attachment 
several weeks ago. The suit vas returna- 
ble to the 469th district and Judge Horton, 
though claiming to exercise jurisdiction in 
that district, was sitting in the 12é4th. 
The other justice of the 469th district was 
Judge W. C. Fisher, from whose court 
one of the attachment papers was issued and 
who was one of the purchasers at the sale 
of the property: For that reason the attor- 

~ of Mrs. rre refused to bring the suit 
before bim and preferred to bring it before 
Judge Horton. 

It was objected by the attorneys who rep- 
resented the purchasers that the case was 
returnable to the 400th district and that 
Judge Fisher was the proper judge to try 
it. Judge.Horton, however, overruled the 
objection and decided that Judge Fisher 
Was not a legally constituted judge because 
he had forfeited his right to the office by 
moving about too much in his jurisdiction, 
It was further objected that Judge Horton, 
if himself the justice of the 400th, had no 

ht to try the case in the 1234th district. 

t objection was also discountenanced 
and the case p It was not con- 
cluded, however, as the attorneys for the 
purchasers left the courtroom and a judg- 
ment was given in favor of Mrs. Dorre.

The petitions set out the above stated 
facts and cited the article of the code in 
which the law is expressed in regard to 
establishing a court ground in a central part 
of the jurisdiction. It was objected that 
Judge Horton had acted without the author- 
ity of law in hearing the case and had, 
moreover, divorced himself from the office 
by refusing to move over into his proper 

strict. 

The allegations were rather severe in 
places, charging the judge with overhanded 
and tyrannical usurpation and with disre- 
garding and trampling upon the rights of 
the people. It was also charged that his 
court was a bar of injustice, instead of @ 
proper tribunal of law and order.
